HOUSE REFORM 


The proposition to adopt a code o£ la.ws for tenement house reform 


is one 'well worthy, of the most serious consideration. 
We are very *?lad 


that the board of trade has taken up this matter for there is need of reform 


in the tenement houses of Lowell. 
Anybody who makes a tour of the 


thickly.^settled districts can readily see that in regard to the size of the 


tenement's, the lighting, the ventilation and the sauilary conditions, (here 


is .urgent need of improvement. 
Even the regulations of the heallh board 


cuii be.so improved as to cause the occupants lo be far more careful in 
regard to sanitation. Without going into detail 
as 
to real 
tenement 


house reform, it may be stated that an important provision should be made 
in the matter of overcrowding and the minimum air space provided for 
each occupant in sleeping and living rooms. 
During (he hot spoil of last 


summer it will he remembered that many deaths occurred from sleeping in 
small and close rooms. 
There is great need of improvement in this respect 


and there is need too of belter conditions in sanitation so as to secure 
•more, light .and air and avoid the darkness and the foul guscs which seem 
to be so favorable to-the culture of tuberculosis germs. A movement, for 
better tenements'is a movement against the while plague and against dis- 
eases of all kinds. 


Some years ago Ireland had a. bijrh percentage of tuberculosis cases; 


but there'has been a very material reduction as a result of the improved 
housing of the people. 
The neat, airy and commodious cottages which dot 


the country at the present timo; have effected the change. 
These houses 


have taken the places of the tumble down dwellings thai prevailed while 
the landlords had Iho power lo extort such high rails'that the people could 
not afford to improve their homes. 


In New York and other cities of the country much attention has been 


given to the matter of tenement house reform and there is no reason why 
we cannot accomplish a great deal in Ihis city by adopting' somewhat 
similar.methods.-

B baseball season of 1911 fur-

in tho major leagues. 
In a 


treat many cn.ies the dopesters picked 
the winners of the two pennants, but 
their judgment In sizing up the chum.es 
of the runners-up went sadly awry. 
Perhaps In no season In recent years 
were as many surprises sprung as in 
the campaign of 1911. 


Early In tho spring nearly all the 


leading baseball writers of the country 
were asked to give their opinions as to 
how the pennant races would end. The 
Majority of the lot picked the Athletics 
to repeat their 1910 triumphs, so it 
must be confessed that the Mackmen 
hardly can bo classed among the sur- 
prises. A number of the scribes picked 
the Giants to win in tho National 
league, though the Cubs had a strong 
bunch of adherents. Even the riratcs 
ind Reds were picked as winners, but 
who ever gavo tho Phillies or Cardi- 
nals a thought? 


In sizing up the National league race 


tho critics figured only two teams to 
DO In the running—New York and Chi- 
cago—with Cincinnati their most dan- 
rerous competitor. 


In the season's surprises the St. Louis 


Cardinals undoubtedly nro entitled to 
Brst honors. It is true the Rajahs took 
1 big tumble In the latter part of the 
leason j.nd finished the year with an 
iverage of .503. one game better than 
m even break, but the fact remains 
that the Cardinals finished with an 
iverago almost 100 points better than 
In 1910, when they wound up the cam- 
paign In seventh place with an avcr- 
»gre of .412. 


Early last spring few critics picked 


the Kajahs to finish ns high as sixth, 
the majority conceding them seventh 
place, while several others 
thought 


they would fit snugly in tho cellar. 
This team at one timo actually threat- 
ened to win the National league pen- 
nant, and was a factor in the race for 
Llmost three-quarters of the distance. 


Bresnahan'- Injury and Bailee's fall 


from grace put the Rajahs out of the 
running, and then Roger began trying 
out new material. Intent on starting 
next year with a team of championship 
fallbor. This policy eliminated the Car- 
dinals' chances of finishing in the first 
division, but It will undoubtedly prove 
to be beneficial to Bresnahan In mold- 
Ing together a winning team for 1912. 


The second best bet in the surprise 


line was Donln's Phillies, who finished 
tounh in 1910. Pew critics would find 
I places In tho first division for tho 
Quakers, as they believed Cincinnati 
ind Pittsburg would occupy tho berths 
beneath tho Giants and Cubs. 


Only a fev Philadelphia optimists 


•ould sea the Phillies In third place, 
ind they also were picked to finish as 
o\v as seventh.

showed such

itrength that It began to assume 
.•omfortable lead. Every one knows tho 
Itory of how the Phillies wero put out 
of the running. First they lost Jack 
Titus, their right fielder, who was fool- 
ish enough to break a leg In eliding 
Into the home plate. 


The team hustled along without Ti- 


tus until it lost the big gun in its at- 
tach—Sherwood 
Nottingham 
Magee. 


Magee got peeved at a decision by Um- 
pire Finneran. and the rest is history. 


Even with Magee and Titus out and 


substitutes In left and right field, tho 
Phillies continued to remain In the 
running. 
, Then came the biggest hlosv of all. 
"Reddy" Dooin, the team's manager 
and one of tho best. catchers in the 
Same, broke his leg in St. Louis. That 
Bounded the death knell to Quaker 
chances. 
Dooln's loss hurt the club

fall a Harvard man tried a most inter- 
esting experiment during the Harvard- 
Yale football game to ascertain how 
much timo was used In actual playing, 
and his figures are astonishing. 
He 


;onfined his experiment to ono period, 
>ut was extremely painstaking and had 
a man to assist him. He used a stop 
vatch, starting it each play with the 
napping of the ball by the centers 
and stopping it at tho blowing of thu 
referee's 
whistle. 
Ho repeated this 


>rocess thn ugh every play of the offi- 
cial fifteen minuto period and found 
hat the players were in actual motion, 
struggling and lighting in offense and 
defense only three minutes and twenty 
seconds. 


If tho time of actual playing in this 


period was a fair average, tho dura- 
tion of physical exertion in the four 
periods approximated fifteen mniutes. 
Much less time than it takes to win 
and Jose a Harvard-Yale boat race. 
Moreover, besides .the partial letup be- 
ween plays, there are three breathing 
periods of actual rest of twenty-one 
minutes. 


No doubt Jio personal contact of man 


against man or men accounts for the 
'using up" of players in football, but 
the sustained supreme effort of the 
oarsman is of longer duration. There 
s nc letuv for him until he has exert- 
ed himself to.hls utmost for twenty or 
more minutes.

total very high. How much more ac- 
tion could ba put into a game was 
shown by tho last game of last season 
when th'e world's speed record was 
broken. 


Basketball Is a pretty 
continuous 


sort of a game, but even that contest 
is well broken up by trials lor foul 
goals and the like.

tum of early years.

although for myself I am not 


conscious of any impairment of physi- 
cal health, xnur. if I may say it, of any 
dulling: of intellectual perception and

ing cheers on the liromun. 


The. blaze started in'a shed of thu 


Bay State Fuel company, adjoining tho 
Stadium garage. It is thought that tho 
fire was preceded by a gasolene explo- 
sion. 


In an instant the flames envplopcd 


this one and one-half story shed, iu 
which 
wc£p stored the 
pungs and 


learns of the company. From this shed 
it leaped to another and thence to the 
two and one-halfstory stable, in which 
were 25 horses. 


Directly opposite the stable, at 95 


Dunster street, an employe of the fuet 
company, Frank Lamonti, was asleep 
with his wife and two children. In tho 
house also was. a boarder, "Luigi Mo- 
rino. They escaped as the lire caught 
the building. 


Meanwhile students rushed into the 


stable from the rear, Mill street, ac- 
companied by ilremen of the crews of 
Engines 1 and 2, and led tile horses 
through the smoke, while the upper 
part of the stable was ablaze.

'all a Harvard man tried a most Inter- 
esting experiment during tho Harvard- 
Yale football game to ascertain how 
much Lime was used In actual playing, 
and his iigures are astonishing. 
He 


confined Ills experiment to ono period, 
Hit was extremely painstaking and had 
a man to assist him. He used a stop 
watch, starting it each play with the 
snapping of the bail by the centers 
and stopping it at the blowing of the 
referee's 
whistle. 
He repeated 
this 


process thn ugh every play of the offl- 


fifteen minute period and found 


that the players were in actual motion, 
struggling and fighting in offense and 
defense only three minutes and twenty 
seconds. 


If the time of actual playing In this 


period was a fair average, tho dura- 
tion of physical exertion in the four 
periods approximated .fifteen mutates. 
Much less time than it takes to win 
and lose a Harvard-Yalo boat race. 
Moreover, besides the.partial letup bp- 
tween ijlays. there are three breathing 
periods of actual rest of twenty-olio 
minutes.
